LOS ANGELES, Jan. 16.—(.IV- 


The earthquake which shook 
a 


large section of Southern Califor- 
nia late yesterday was found to- 
day to have registered more sharp- 
ly in the inland mountain areas, 
although no appreciable damage 
was reported. 


Two distinct quakes, at 4:25 and 


4:35 p. m., were felt from the sea 
eastward to the Coachella Valley 
and from San Diego to the Mojave 
Desert. 
'Dr. Harry L. Wood, seismologist 
at Pasadena, said his instruments 
indcated there were three tremors, 
the first, very faint, at 3:25 p. m. 
The epicenter of the quake, Dr. 
Wood estimates, was approximate- 
ly 197 miles from Pasadena.

PROHIBITION'S TENTH ANNIVERSARY 


FINDS ENFORCEMENT CHIEF ISSUE

The soft note comes from a 
sound-measuring instrument that 
spells the coming doom of at least 
some of the noise of American 
cities. 


For scientific findings'concerning 


noise indicate that this telltale 
sound can be taken everywhere. 
The girls in a large office room 


of an insurance company, unknown 
to themselves, have furnished the 
latest noise finding. 
Its result is announced by the 
director of the Colgate university 
psychological laboratory, Dr. Don 
aid A. Laird. These girls are typ- 
ists, copying only routine records, 
a. mechanical task at piecework 
pay. 
On the first of last year the cell- 
ing of their room was covered 
with a sound-absorbing material. 


There was an immediate upward 
jump of 12 per cent typing speed. 
The reason why is indicated in 
Dr. Laird's laboratory. 
He finds 
that when noise reaches a certain 
fixed volume there is slightly more 
than 20 per cent added bodily en- 
ergy, measured by calories per 
minute'burned up, than in doing 
the same typing in the same of- 
fice with noise reduced. 
When a group o" women meets 
nowadays, there is in one respect 
more noise than 20 years ago. It is 
due to short skirts. 
The extra 


noise chargeable 
to each skirt 
ranges 
probably somewhere be- 
tween the hum of a mosquito and 
the buzz of a bee. 
The difference is so slight that 
it has not been measured, yet 
scientists say it exists definitely.

Begun By Oriental Lakeside 


Lake Geneva and Lake of Galilee Contrasted De- 


mocracys Big Idea of Reliance Upon the 


Potentialities of Plain Folks. 


By WILLIAM T. KLLIS. 
Two lakes claim to be waters of 
destiny. One Is Lake Lcmtm, com- 
monly called Lake Geneva, on the 
banks of which sits the League of 
Nations, and many another inter- 
national conference. It typifies or- 
ganization. 
Here, 
partsans 
say, 


human history is to be remade. 
The other lake bears few modern 


craft on its bosom, and 
has 
no 
great buildings on its banks; and 
sees no conventions. This is the 
Lake of Galilee, source of streams 
of life, light and 
healing which 


have flowed down through the cen- 
turies from a Personality. For the 
power and charm of the Lake of 
Galilee is that on and by its wat- 
ers Jesus Christ spoke His mes- 
sage and did His mightiest works, 
and began to remake this world of 
men. 


By way of this storied lake, with 


its crown hills to the East 
and 
South, and its sloping shores 
on 
the North and the ' west, dotted 
with villages, Bedouin 
encamp- 
ments, and one sizable city, Tibe- 
rias, one may come into a fresh un- 
derstanding of the personality and 
purposes of Jesus. In boyhood and' 
young manhood. Ho had lived in 
the hill town of Nazareth about 17 
miles west of the lake. At the be 
ginning of His public ministry He 
made Hs home 
in the 
thriving 


cosmopolitan city of Capernaum, at 
the upper end of the lake. From 
the ranks of the fishermen on the 
,.lake He drc\y some of His disci- 
ples. 
Doubtless His own 
hands 
were caUt/Azd not only from the 
long use of a carpenter's tools, but 
also from rowing the heavy sweeps 
by which the Galilee boats are pro- 
pelled. 
Repeatedly, I have sojourned by 
the lake; and I have swum and 
fished in its cool, sweet waters; 
and sailed upon it, by day and by 
night, in calm and storm. The in- 
efable glory of its sunrises and Hs 
sunsets are treasures of memory. 
Jesus becomes a very real and near 
Person to the reverent student of 
the New Testament, who lives leis- 
urely by this lake that Ho loved. 


Getting a Start. 
Over in Jerusalem there 
la a 
man, somewhat of a nuisance to 
his acquaintances, \vlio calls him- 
self the Messiah. 
He is forever 
pestering people to listen to 
his 


claims and he is willing to 
make 
serious compromises to have these 
accepted. 
Since he does none of 
the works of the 
Messiah, he is 


either ignored or derided. In In- 
dia, the Theosophist leaders, elab- 
orately trained 
a young 
man, 
Krighnamurti, 
to 
become "the 


World Teacher," but he, too, 
is 
merely regarded as a curiosity by 
the public. Times without number 
men, now forgotten, have put forth 
claims to Messiahship. 


Their experience contrasts sharp- 
ly with that of Jesus, He seemed 
scarcely interested, at the outset, 
to have men accept Him in His full 
significance. 
In modest manner, 
He simply began to teach and to 
heal and to 
mnister. 
Without 
seeking any great and conspicious 
arena for His activities—He did not 
resort to Rome, nor even to Jeru- 
salem—Jesus commenced His ca- 
reer in humblest fashion, with the 
shores of the Lake of Galilee as 
His base; knowing that frorii any- 
where one may go everywhere. To 
those nearest Him, He began to 
show Himself a leader, a teacher, 
a helper. 


When I visited the dug-out ruins 
of the synagogue at Chorazin, in 
which Jesus taught, and the other 
at Tell Hum, the traditional Caper- 
naum, I was struck by their small- 
ness. Even the humblest: preacher 
today would scarcely be content 
•with so tiny a church. Yet Jesus 
began to build up His kingdom in 


just such obscure place.-!. And ho 
sought no friends of influence and 
position, but took into His fellow- 
ship a group of fishermen, 
who 


would have remained fishermen to 
the end, had He not taught them a 
largeness of lite 
that 
ultimately 
made them saints, heroes, apostles, 
and world leaders. Ah, the patience 
of real greatness! 


Democracy's Bii; Itlmi. 
In thus building His permanent 


work upon a selected group of most 
ordinary men—soiled and 
finally 
lake fishermen, be it remembered— 
Jesus laid down the bedrock 
of 
democracy. He revealed the capa- 
bilities of the commoner. For ages 
the idea had born accepted—until 
(he world war gave it a death blow 
—that leadership belonged to some 
aristocracy or other, to the sons of 
privilege and 7ilace. 
The 
Master 


showed, however, that 
there 
are 


latent possibilties of greatness in 
even the least of men. Everybody 
has ability beyond what he ordina- 
rily displays. Our modern captains 
of industry all once wore overalls. 
This New 'World has got its major- 
generals of business by promotion 
from the ranks; only the drum- 
majors, whose function is to look 
ornamental and march at the front 
of a procession which other men 
have planned, come from the priv- 
ileged groups. 


What Jesus did with Peter and 


Andrew and James and John and 
their fishing fellows, many a min- 
ister has also done with the aver- 
age young men of his congrega- 
tion. It is tho privilege of every 
teacher and pastor, who has learn- 
ed the Jesus-method of making dis- 
ciples, to stimulate and train young 
people into largeness of life 
and 


service. 
Indeed, 
it is 
incumbent upon 


every follower of Jesus to grow in- 
to a greater life than would other- 
wise have been his. Finer quality, 
sturdier power, greater initiative, 
larger scope, are the proper inher- 
itance of every Christian, who can 
say, with Paul "I can do all things 
through Christ who strengthened! 
me." 
Hard Knocks for Preacher Talk. 
Too many preachers talk too 


much like preachers. They devel- 
op a ministerial mrtnner and a min- 
isterial 
vocabulary, 
when 
shut 
then! out of natural fellowship with 
plain folk. 
Our Lord spoke 
the 
common speech. 
He hailed 
the 


rough Galileans in language they 
knew and liked. He never juggled 
high-sounding phrases, strange to 
the ears of the ordinary people. 
Into the everyday speech of shop 
and field and fishing boat, he put 
the loftiest thought ever presented 
to man. 


We must strip Jesus of the con- 


ventional wrappings in which a.rt 
and literature have encased Him. 
What a poor, personlcss, juiceless, 
painted figure He Is represented to 
be in most books and church win- 
dows! We need to rediscover the 
ruggedness of the ruddy Christ who 
won sturdy men to Himself with a 
word. Plainly, He was one of those 
leaders 
who "had a way with 


him," which other men. as well as 
women and little children, found 
irrcstible. This Master of the open 
road, of the open boat, and of the 
'open air, was no musty 
worm of 


the books, but an Original and 
a 
Fellow. Do we, like Him, draw real 
men to us? 


Knepinc: on the Move. 
Because He was young and virile 


and engaged in a great, construc- 
tive work, Jes.ua 
moved 
briskly 


about. 
His was an active minis- 
try. Tirelessly, He went hither and 
yon. making new contacts, finding 
fresh fields. Perhan.i the apod may 
sit still and leach; but the vigorous 
must be up and doing.

terly attacked, he was seen to be 
writing absorbedly—presumably a 
reply to his adversary. A friend 
eaned over Mr. Gladstone's shoul- 
der, and saw that what he really 
was writing was a Latin transla- 
tion of "Rock of Ages."

nous statesman also translated tho 
hymn into Greek and Italian; and 
at his deathbed he had this favorite 
hymn sung to him. 
The Prince 


~onsort also loved this hymn and 
is he lay dying in Windsor Cas-

DALLAS, Jan. 15.—Construction 


•will start within a few days on a 
large unit which will double 
the 
present capacity of the Trinidad 
station of the Texas Power and 
Light Company on the banks of the 
Trinity river in Henderson county, 
President and 
General 
Manager 
John 
W. 
Carpenter 
announced 


Tuesday. 
The plant which now 


serves more than 300 Texas cities 
and towns will have a capacity of 
80,000 kilowatts when the new unit 
is completed.. 
The additional capacity will con- 
sist of one 40,000-kilowatt turbine 
and generator unit and two 32,000- 
square-foot high pressure boilers. 
An additional reinforced concrete 
smokestack will rise 300 feet above 
the roof, which will make its crown 
400 feet above ground level. 
Increased Demand. 


The unit will be arranged so that 


future Texas power needs can be 
met with like units on an original 
plan that provided for an eventual 
plant of 
160,000 kilowatts, four 


times the size of the present plant. 


"The addition is being made to 
take care of the increase in demand 
on the transmission system," Mr. 
Carpenter said.. 
"We anticipated 


the additional unit a little later 
than this date, but the demand for 
electric power has grown faster. 
'"tnWi^va-s-orisinally estimated." 
| 


Three hundred' Witetnen will he i 


employed on the job when con-1 
struction gets in full swing, and it 
Is estimated that the enlarged plant 
will be in operation within fourteen 
months. 
Use Lignite. 
"This additicnal unit," Mr. Car- 


penter said, "will utilize Texas lig- 
nite like the present unit. This lig- 
nite, which comes from mines near 
the plant, is ground and powdered 
to the fineness of cement and blown 
into furnaces under the high pres- 
sure boilers. 
The Trinidad plant 


is the only large one in Texas that 
burns lignite exclusivey. 
Mr. Carpenter thinks that, the 
enlarging of the 
power 
facilities 


will be a further stimulus to indus- 
trial development along the com- 
pany's transmission lines, especial- 
ly in its neighboring section of East 
Texas. 
"This section," 
Mr. 
Carpentei 


said, "already has seen much de 
velopment since the plant was built 
three years ago, and further inter- 
est is anticipated." 
In addition to the plant expan- 


sion, the program provides that an 
additional 132,000-volt line will be 
built south, from Triniclnd. 
The 


line will connect with the southern 
end of the 
present 
transmission 


'line system and later another 132,- 
,000-volt line will bo built from Trln- 
. idad to the large switching station 
.at Hillsboro. 
Serves 302 Communities.

Delegates Will Meet with Hope But Recognize Wide 


Divergence of National Viewpoint, 


1.—Background and Purposes of Conference. 


This is the first of a series of 


five articles by Byron Price, chief 
of the Washington bureau of The 
Associated Press, on the confer- 
ence at London beginning Janu- 
ary SI to limit naval disarma- 
ment. Mr. Prifce, who accompan- 
ies the American delegation, has 
stripped the naval strength ques- 
tion of its technicalities and tells 
plainly and understanding! y what 
may happen.

As the season 
of 
preparation 


comes to an end, every day is bring- 
ing Into clearer outline the shad- 
ows of those coming events which 
are to make history at the naval 
conference of London. 


It Is evident now that when the 


delegates of the 
United States, 


Great Britain, Japan, France and 
Italy meet for the first time Janu- 
ary 21, they will sit together in an 
atmosphere of high hope and seri- 
ous purpose, yet with a full con- 
sciousness that they are 
in 
the 


presence of national viewpoint. 


Although much has been accom- 


plished in the pre-convention nego- 
tiations, it can be said with as- 
surance that the sessions at Lon- 
don will constitute a conference in 
the truest sense of the word, and not 
a ratification meeting to present 
to the world a completed program 
worked out beforehand. , 


Speaking broadly, the public dis- 


closures thus far have indicated a 
near approach to real agreement 
between the United 
States and 


Great Britain; a disagreement of 
some proportions between these two 
and France; a separate and diffi- 
cult rivalry between France and 
Italy; and a disposition by Japan to 
keep aloof from these involvements 
but to ask for a slightly greater 
recognition than she has had here- 
tofore in the naval world. 


The situation will be seen to em- 


brace much that is encouraging-and 
much .that might easily be hazard-

Taking into account the past 
events which always are a part of 
such negotiations, here is a partial 
poctura of the way matters stand as 
the delegates assemble on London: 


At the Washington conference in 


1921, these same five powers agreed 
to limit battleships and aircraft car- 
riers according to certain ratios, 
with Great Britain and tho United 
States equal and at the head of 
the list, and Japan not far behind. 


This was the famous 5-5-3 agree- 


ment. France and Italy were giv- 
en ratings well below Japan. 
It 


was agreed likewise to suspend all 
battleship building until 1931, but 
an attempt to limit cruisers, de- 
stroyers and submarines failed, pri- 
marily because of the attitude of 
France. 
The next try was at Geneva In 


1927. 
Only the three leaders, the 


United States, Great Britain and 
Japan, were represented.. The only 
result was a serious falling out be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain over cruisers, and particu- 
larly over the largest type of Amer- 
ican 10,000-ton cruisers. 


At London, efforts are to be made 


once more to limit all types of war- 
craft, and to extend for another 
period of years the holiday in bat- 
tleship building. 


The principal hope of accomplish- 


ment, to judge by the public utter- 
ances of statesmen, rests on two 
considerations: First, that a new 
international atmosphere has been 
created by the Kellogg peace pact: 
second, that tht United States and 
Great Britain have overcome the 
differences of Geneva, and 
have 


agreed that the American and Brit- 
ain navies, all down the line, shall 
be equal hereafter in fighting pow- 
er. 


The terms of the British invita- 


tion to the conference are broad. 
Almost anything relating to naval 
reduction might be brought into the 
debate. Franco even has suggest- 
ed an agreement covering the old 
Franco-Italian problem in the Med- 


I iterranean—a thing quite far afield, 
' for instance, from American naval 


policy. 


Some subjects, such as the free- 


dom of the seas, have been ruled 
out in advance, but everyone knows 
tht even if issues like this are not 
mentioned by name, every delegate 
will be conscious that they still are 
hovering nearbyj 


All of which moans that hasty 


decisions at London are scarcely to 
be expected. Every delegation will 
be weighing its problems in the 
light of the most sweeping consid- 
erations of national policy.

has made many farmers optimistic 
over 1930 crops. 
They say

freezing loosens the ground 
and 
continued rains wets the subsoil 
and stores up moisture for the dry 
weather in tne summer. It is also 
claimed that snow nnd cold weath- 
er destroys many insects and dis- 
ease germs. 
B. W. Bruce, the largest single 
land owner in tho county, says he 
has seen extra good crops follow 
both mild and hard winters. 
Mr. 
Bruce has lived in this section 55 
years and in Wills Point 51 years. 
He says that when he came here 
there were but few buildings in the 
town and none here now that were 
here then. In his early days peo- 
ple crossed the prairies In daytime 
by going- to some tree or object In 
the distance and at night they used 
a star for their guide. 
He cites one year so mild that 
cotton stalks budded out 
in tho 
spring from the 
previous year's 
growth and the' crop yield was un- 
usually heavy. Other years he re- 
members when the winter was so 
hard that the loss of stock 
was 
heavy and the crop yield following 
was good. 
He is a strong advocate of care- 


ful selection of seed and intense 
cultivation of the 
land. 
He re- 
gards these features as more im- 
portant than winter weather.

This action was tak- 
en, the consul general said, when 
the state department of Washing- 
ton assured Mexico that Mexican 
residents and travelers in Webb 
county and its county seat, Laredo, 
would "enjoy the guarantees grant- 
ed to them by law." 
Calles Gets Through. 
While Calles was in the United 
States recently, Vails declared 
he 


would have the former president 
arrested should he come througn 
Laredo, for conspiracy in the slay- 
ing of Lucio Blanco, Mexican gen- 
eral, whose body was found in the 
Rio Grande June 8, 1922. 
Calles 


was traveling on a diplomatic pass- 
port which the state department at 
Washington insisted should be rec- 
ognized and 
immunity 
granted 
Calles. Calles later slipped through 
Laredo aboard a train running on 
a secret schedule. 
The Laredo consulate waa closed 
soon afterward, putting into effect 
a virtual embargo on goods through 
one of the most important border 
points. The Mexican governments 
claimed the step was taken to pro- 
tect Mexican citizens, and not as a 
reprsal against Vails. Minor offi- 
reprisal against Vails. Minor offi- 
cials, however, indicated they wish- 
ed Vails to resign. 
Gov. Moody 
refused to oust the district attor- 
ney after such action was advo- 
cated by business men of Laredo. 
The governor then opened negotia- 
tions with the United States gov- 
ernment, which in turn took up the 
matter with the Mexican govern- 
ment.
